The  branch  of  the  State  Bank 
on  the  BYU  Campus  was  declar- 
ed illegal  Wednesday  by  the  Utah 
Supreme  Court,  overruling  a 
grant  by  the  State  Bank  Corn- 
missiqner  Spencer  C.  Taylor  al- 
lowing the  establishment  of  the 
branch. 

J.  ELLIOT  CAMERON,  Dean 
of  Students,  said  this  ruling  cov- 
ers all  present  Provo  Banks  al- 
lowing them  to  open  on  the  BYU 
Campus  only  if  they  terminate 
their  office  in  the  city. 

Although  the  University  has  no 
official  relationship  with  the 
banking  firm,  except  that  of  land-j 
lords,  the  decision  will  affect 
some  3,000  customers  using  thej 
university  branch  on  the  campus. 

J.  vv.  RANDALL,  chairman  of 
the  State  Bank  of  Provo,  said 
that  the  bank’s  legal  staff  has 
the  effects  of  the  ruling  under 
consideration  and  that  there  are 
at  present  no  definite  plans  for 
closing  the  campus  branch.  How- 
ever, unless  there  is  a successful 
rehearing  the  bank  will  have  to 
close  its  branch  offices. 

A motion  for  a rehearing  is! 
being  studied  by  the  Provo  bank  s 
attorneys.  Campus  accounts 
would  be  transferred  to  the  mam 
office,  if  the  motion  for  a re- 
hearing is  unsuccessful,  stated 
Mr.  Randall. 

EXPLAINING  the  situation 
Dean  Cameron  said  that  under 
the  state  laws  some  banks  are 
allowed  to  charter  branch  banks 
and  some  aren’t.  When  the  Pro- 
vo State  Bank  asked  for  a char- 
ter it  was  granted  one  to  estab- 
lish a branch  on  the  BYU  cam- 
pus. with  the  University  grant- 
ing it  an  option  to  be  permanent- 
ly established  in  the  new  Y Cen- 

^^In  the  interium  the  Walker 
Bank  and  Trust  Co.,  had  initiated 
a friendly  suit  contesting  the  ac- 
tion. It  was  in  this  suit  that  the 


ruling  to  close  the  branch  was 
made. 

Since  the  grant  of  the  branch 
and  the  filing  of  the  suit,  estab- 
lishment of  a unit  national  bank 
in  Provo  has  been  approved.

Gets  Halt 

JACKSONVILLE,  Fla.  (UPD— 

I A bi-racial  committee  that  was 
I set  up  Thursday  to  work  on  Jack- 
sonville’s racial  problems  ran  in- 
to negro  opposition  before  it  was 
fully  formed. 

RUTLEDGE  PEARSON,  Flori- 
da head  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of 
Colored  People  INAACP),  voiced 
disapproval  of  the  new  group  and 
cast  doubt  that  it  would  be  ef- 
fective. 

The  city  itself  was  relatively 
[quiet  Thursday.  A heavy'rain 
I kept  pedestrian  traffic  to  a min- 
I imum  and  police  reported  only-  a 
scattering  of  arrests.  More  than 
300  persons  have  been  taken  into 
custody  during  repeated  out- 
bursts of  racial  violence  during 
the  past  four  days. 

ATTENTION  switched  to  the 
capital  city  of  Tallahasee— where 
up  to  10,000  negroes  are  expected 
to  converge  today  in  a “Good 
Friday”  civil  rights  march. 

Mrs.  Ruby  Hurley,  southeast- 
ern regional  director  for  the 
NAACP,  said  it  was  impossible 
to  predict  the  exact  number  that 
would  take  part.  She  said  the 
crowd  could  hit  10,000  but  might 
be  as  low  as  1,500. 

“THE  TEMPER  of  the  negro 
in  1964  is  such  that  you  simply 
cannot  say  what  will  happen,” 
said  Mrs.  Hurley.

What  Will  Next  Years  President  Do? 


Before  we  get  completely  submerged  un- 
der the  extravaganzas  which  campaigning 
seems  to  require,  perhaps  it  is  not  out  of 
place  to  comment  on  the  need  for  a deeper 
value  system  in  selecting  candidates. 

Tradition  and  facility  demand  three 
things  of  an  office-seeker:  a platform,  a list 
of  qualifications,  and  an  original  vote-get- 
ing  campaign. 

Now  experience,  ideas,  and  titles  from 
past  accomplishments  can  be  very  indicative 
and  should  not  be  discounted.  But  the  stan- 
dards which  measure  and  the  opportunities 
which  provide  such  experience  and  ideas  are 
so  varied  and  conditional  as  to  be  frustra- 
tingly  vague.  In  fact,  the  personal  qualities 
whicli  really  qualify  a specific  person  for*  a 
specific  office  cannot  possibly  be  measured 
by  these  threp  things  alone. 

WHAT  IS  REALLY  SIGNIFICANT? 

It  would  be,  for  example,  fallacious  to 
think  that  a platform  can  or  should  be  rigid- 
ly transformed  into  reality.  Often  situations 
are  met  in  practice  which  demand  changes 
or  which  reveal  to  new  officeholders  that  a 
campaign  promise  is  simply  not  workable  or 
right.  While  a platform  suggests  interests 
and  possibilities,  how  much  more  important 
it  is  to  weigh  a candidate’s  ability  to  make 
changes  and  adjustments  as  needed. 

We  must  be  able  to  trust  next  year’s  of- 
ficers with  greater  powers  than  student  gov- 
ernment has  ever  had  at  BYU.  Policies  and 
patterns  must  be  set  at  the  Y center,  and  no 
one  can  predict  exactly‘what  experience  will 
reveal. 

There  are  also  two  sides  to  the  “cam- 


paign  gimmicks”  issue  which  arises  each 
yeai*.  At  the  univeraity  level,  people  are 
hopefully  wise  enough  to  not  be  duped  by 
sheer  cleverness.  Everyone  knows,  we  hope, 
that  committees  work  on  these  projects— 
no  one  person  can  take  all  the  credit.  It  is 
true,  however,  that  the  kinds  of  ideas  shown 
by  a campaign  can  often  indicate  a leader’s 
judgement,  maturity,  and  organizational 
ability. 

As  for  qualifications,  there  are  certain 
intangibles  about  personalities  which  can’t 
be  listed  reliably.  Experience  and  the  fact 
that  greups  have  shown  confidence  in  cer- 
tain people  in  the  past  are  meaningful,  but 
each  candidate  has  scored  some  triumphs  or 
he  would  likely  not  be  running  for  high  of- 
fice at  BYU. 

Actually  with  so  many  well-qualified  peo- 
ple running,  it  is  foolish  to  rely  on  anything 
but  one’s  own  objective  judgment — which 
means  that  each  voter  must  read  between 
the  lines  of  speeches  and  promises  and  look 

for  those  things  that  really  matter.  Students  Chompin’  Fun  Summer  .

Cheese  Processed 
For  Huge  Display 

A feature  of  the  Wisconsin  ex- 
hibit at  the  New  York  World’s 
Fair  this  year  will  be  a 34,600 
pound  Cheddar,  billed  as  the 
world’s  largest  cheese. 

Standing  6 feet  high,  65  feet 
wide,  and  145  feet  long  in  its  40 
foot  “Cheesemobile”  trailer  with 
specially  built  glass  sides,  the 
cheese  will  be  an  impressive 
sight.  But  even  more  impressive 
are  the  factors  that  went  into 
its  making. 

The  huge  cheese  was  made  in 
January  at  a cheese  factory 
near  Denmark,  Wis.  Teams  of 
cheesemakers  worked  around  the 
clock  for  42  hours  to  complete 
the  job.  A tribute  to  their  effic- 
iency is  the  fact  that  it  had  been 
estimated  the  job  would  take  60 
hours. 

Milk  from  half  a dozen  dairy 
plants  was  brought  to  the  fac- 
tory for  the  project,  and  by  the 
time  the  cheese  was  finished 
some  367,000  pounds  of  milk  had 
been  used. 

The  milk  processed  for  the 
cheese  was  equal  to  one  days 
production  of  16,000  cows;  a so- 
lid line  of  cows  which  in  single 
file  would  stretch  20  miles.  Put- 
ting it  another  way,  it  would 
take  a good  cow  A3  years  to  pro- 
duce all  the  milk  used  in  making 
just  this  one  huge  cheese. 

Other  materials  • used  in  the 
manufacture  of  the  cheese  in- 
cluded about  two-thirds  of  a ton 
of  salt,  approximately  92  pounds 
of  rennet  (a  milk  coagulat),  and 
about  23  pounds  of  coloring. 

A previous  large  cheese  made 
by  the  factory  weighed  only  15, 
.085  pounds,  a mere  toy  compared 
with  the  World's  Fair  exhibit.

NICOSIA.  (UPD— The  United 
Nations  announced  Thursday  .that 
the  U.N.  peace-keeping  force  will 
become  operational  on  Cyprus  at 
dawn  today — Good  Friday.  Can- 
adian officers  in  the  force  said 
they  were  expecting  and  ready 
for  trouble. 

U.N.  BLUE  berets  were  dis- 
tributed Thursday  to  the  British 
and  Canadian  troops  who  stood 
ready  to  man  truce  positions  as 
of  5 a.m.  when  Indian  Gen.  Prem 
Singh  Gyani  will  assume  com- 
mand of  the  U.N.  Force. 

The  U.N.  announcement  said 


that  for  the  time  being,  the  peace 
force  will  consist  of  1,000  Canad- 
ian soldiers,  plus  5,500  of  the  Brit- 
ish troops  here.  Tiie  British  con- 
tingent will  be  reduced  to  about 
3,500  men  as  Finnish,  Swedish 
and  Irish  contingents  arrive.

“May  1st  is  the  tentative  com- 
petion  date  for  the  sound  system 
in  the  new  Y Center,”  reports 
Darrell  J.  Monsen,  Chairman  of 
BYU’s  Electrical  Engineering" 
Dept. 

The  sound  system  is  being  de- 
signed and  installed  by  the  Elec- 
trical Engineering  Dept.  They 
are  also  constructing  some  of 
the  equipment. 

“MANY  hundreds  ^f  hours 
have  been  spent  in  designing  and 
choosing  the  equipment  for  the 
project.  Over  300  hours  were 
spent  in  testing  speakers  alone,” 
Prof.  Monsen  said. 

From  the  main  desk,  the  cen- 
tral controls  for  the  entire  build- 
ing will  be  ^operated  including 
more  than  3^  speakers  to  dis- 
t r i b u te  background  music 
throughout  the  center.  There  wilT 
be  five  lines  from  this  central  lo- 
cation for  each  area  to  select 
programming  on  an  individual 
basis. 

ANY  INDIVIDUAL  area  or 
combination  of  areas  can  be 
paged  over  this  system.  Special 
chimes  will  alert  the  personnel 
of  the  Center  without  interfering 
with  regular  programming. 

There  are  television  outlets 


where  sets  can  be  placed  for 
viewing  in  most  parts  of  the 
building. 

"The  large  auditorium  will  be 
.equiped  so  well  that  a drama  pro 
duction  can  be  directed  from  the 
dressing  room,”  Prof.  Monsen 
remarked  as  he  explained  the 
inter-com  system  servicing  this 
area.  Direct  contact  can  be  made 
with  the  rear  of  the  auditorium; 
the  lighting  controls,  the  sound 
controls  or  the  dressing  rooms. 

ANOTHER  INTER-C  O>I  sys 
tern  connects  the  ^bowling  area 
and  the  pin-setting  operator. 

“The  ballroom  has  an  extensive 
and  complicated  system  but  it 
has  been  designed  to  make  oper- 
ation so  simple  that  little  ex- 
perience will  be  required  to  han- 
dle major  programs,”  FTof.  Mon- 
sen said.  “The  two  stages  in  the 
room  will  be  equiped  with  fine 
remote  control  systems.  Their' 
stereo  reproduction  will  be  avail- 
able to  all  areas  of  the  building.” 

THE  TWO  courts  can  be  con- 
nected with  any  2irea  of  the 
building.  Just  as  in  any  other, 
part  of  the  building,  the  courts 
can  have  local  systems  by  plug- 
ging in  a microphone,  which  au- 
tomatically cuts  out  any  pro- 
gramming from  the  central  con- 
trol center.
